—The  following 
intereeting  deecriptiou  of  the  procetw  of 
making  wood  pulp  ia  from  an  account  of 
the  opeuLng  of  the  Tboroid  PaJp  Paper 
Company',  eatnbliahrnent,  publiabe J  by  Ibe 
(he  Thorotd  F  *t,  Canada: 

••  The  wood,  four  feet  in  length,  atid  of 
aay  (hkkneea,  ie  brought  iu at  Uiebaseeknt. 
placed  in  the  barking  jack  (one  atkkj  a-,  a 
time),  where  two  men,  with  draw  kdlrev, 
rapidly  peel  off  the  bark.  It  ia  then  con¬ 
veyed  by  the  elevator  to  the  Dr.t  l-mr. 
aawed  iu  two-foot  lengths  with  croesaut 
eewa,  panted  on  to  the  rip  «tw,  wbrtw  it  it 
slabbed  (that  ia,  a  (mall  portion  of  wood  on 
oppoaite  .idee  taken  off),  to  permit  it  rt--t 
lag  firmly  in  the  grinding  engiue.  It  U 
then  paaaed  to  the  boring  machine  (an  up¬ 
right  one  and  a  half  inch  anger,  sailli  f-ot 
*  attachment,  driven  by  power),  where  the 
knot*  are  bored  onL  The  wood  ia  then 
placed  in  racka  of  the  aame  aize  a*  tin-  rev 
eeptacle  in  grinding  engiue  aitd  carried  uiit 
to  be  ground.  The  grinding  engine*  ->n> 
upright,  and  receive  at  a  filling  uue  twen¬ 
tieth  of  a  cord  of  wood.  The  wood  is 
placed  in  a  reoeptacle,  and  by  a  rimple. 
variable,  antomatic  feed  proce**  i*  pre-iwxl 
flatwiae  batwean  two  ontwanl  re  voir  mg 
roUa,  compoaed  of  aolid  emery,  wliich  are 
flooded  with  a  epray  of  water,  carry  iug  off 
the  flbrilized  palp  in  a  atrearn  through  re¬ 
volving  acreeua  to  the  tank  or  xinff-chest  in 
the  baaement.  It  ia  then  pumped  up  b»3<> 
a  vat  that  forma  part  of  the  wet  machine. 
In  thi*  rat  ia  oonatanlly  revolving  a  large 
cylinder  faced  with  fine  bras*  wire  cloth, 
which  picka  np  the  particle*  of  palp  oat  of 
the  water  and  places  them  on  Ihe  felt  (an 
endless  piece  of  woolen  gooda  which  make 
between  rolls,  for  different  purposes,  a  coo 
linnal  circuit  of  the  wet  machine).  On  (he 
cylinder  ia  turned  a  heavy  roll,  called  the 
oouch  ;  between  Ibe  two,  where  they  meet, 
tbe  cylinder  leaves  the  pulp,  with  mo-t  of 
the  water  pressure  from  it.  ’l'he  pulp  now 
rnakee  its  appearance  on  the  felt  above  il.e 
concha  roll  in  a  beautiful  sheet,  thirty- ei>ljt 
inches  in  width,  and  i.  carried  along  iu  a 
steady  flow  a  distauce  of  about  eight  fret, 
where  it  passes  between  (tbe  water  hern 
again  beiog  pressed  from  it)  but  not  bey  on  i 
two  heavy  roller*,  the  upper  iron,  the  lower 
wood ;  it  adheres  to  the  opi>er  roll,  which  is 
constantly  turning,  wrapping  it  I|p,  and 
when  a  sufficient  thickness  is  attained,  is  cut 
off  by  a  kuife  being  pressed  to  the  roll,  at¬ 
tached  to  the  machine  for  that  puqio-e. 
It  now  leave#  the  roll  iu  a  thick  white  sheet, 
36x33  inches,  which  ia  received  by  the  b»»y 
in  attendance  on  a  table  conveniently  at¬ 
tached  to  the  machine  and  folded  into  sheet* 
14x26  inches.  It  is  then  placed  on  scales 
until  tbe  weight  ia  100  pouud-t,  when  it  i* 
placed  in  tbe  press,  apd  firmly  tied  into 
square  compact  bundles.  It  ia  now  ready 
for  shipment  to  the  paper  mill  to  be  modo 
into  printing  and  tea  paper.  The  wood 
paper  pulp  has  been  placed  in  the  market  aud 
found  a  ready  sale,  lleceully  a  coutract  to 
tha  amount  of  $1,000  was  made  with  one  of 
onr  large  paper  mills.” 


Aarmctu.  Iitdiqo.  — Mr.  Adolph  Baeyer, 
of  Munich,  has  discovered  that  by  the  action 
of  snlphnric  acid  npou  onhouitropheny  lpro- 
piolic  acid  a  new  product  may  be  obtained 
which  ia  capable  of  being  converted  into 
new  coloring  matters,  or  a  dyestuff,  which 
he  calls  artificial  indigo.  The  author  saya  t  1 
“  I  taka  orthonitrophenylpropio  i :  acid,  aud 
iu  tha  cold  I  mix  the  said  acid  with  sulphur* 
acid— say,  for  instance,  wjih  from  about  ten 
ot  twenty  parts,  by  weight,  of  snlphnrio 
acid  of  about  1.84  specific  gravity  to  every 
one  part,  by  weight,  of  orthonitrophenyl- 
propiolic  acid  employed.  In  effecliug  the 
aaid  mixture  care  is  to  be  taken  to  avoid  a 
considerable  rise  of  temperature,  say, 
above  20°  Centigrade.  Tbe  mixture  thus 
obtained  quickly  assumes  a  bright  yellow 
or  orange  color,  aud  tbe  reaction  is  allowed 
to  proceed  iu  the  cold  until  a  sample  of  the 
mixture,  upon  being  tested  for  the  presence 
of  orthouitrophenylpropiolic  acid  by  means 
of  glucose  aud  alkalies,  no  longer  contains 
any  appreciable  quantity  of  the  said  acid. 

'i  he  sulphuric  acid  mixture  thus  produced 
is  then  submitted  to  the  action  of  suitable 
reducing  or  deoxidizing  agents  in  order  to 
effect  the  convention  into  artificial  indigo. 

*  ■  In  practice  I  have  found  a  number  of  eub* 
stances  belonging  to  various  classes  of 
chemical  compounds  which  act  as  deoxidiz¬ 
ing  agents  upon  the  above-mentioned  new 
product,  and  I  may  specially  mention  fer¬ 
rous  sulphate  (green  vitriol,  copperas.)  As 
au  example  of  the  maimer  in  which  I  prefer 
lo  conduct  the  aforesaid  operation,  I  take 
the  orange- colored  mixture  resulting  from 
the  treatment  of  oue  part,  by  weight,  of  or- 
i  Uouitropheuy  lpropiolic  acid  with  about  from 
ten  to  twenty  parts  sulphuric  acid,  as 
above  described,  and  I  mix  the  same  with  a 
solutiou  containing  about  five  parts,  by 
weight,  of  ferrous  sulphate.  The  mixture  ! 
i*  then  allowed  to  stand  at  the  ordinary  tem¬ 
perature,  until  the  bine  color,  which  it 
quickly  assumes,  ia  folly  developed,  and  tbe 
dyestuff  or  coloring  matter  thus  produced 
may  be  separated  out  of  the  mass  by  di¬ 
lating  the  result  of  the  operation  with  water, 
by  which  this  new  dyestuff  is  precipitated, 
aud  may  be  filtered  and  washed.  The  dye¬ 
stuff  is  then  ready  for  use.  Tbe  eharacteris- 
lies  of  my  new  dyestuff  or  coloring  matter, 
prepared  according  to  my  above-described 
prooeaa,  are  the  following  :  The  dyestuff  or 
coloring  matter  reeembles  in  appearance 
vegetable  indigo,  and  it  can  be  o*ed  in  dye¬ 
ing  in  a  manner  similar  to  it ;  bat  it  is  in  a 
great  part  soluble  in  analine  at  an  ordinary 
temperature,  and  also  in  an  aqueous  solution 
of  sulpbnrooi  acid.  ’— SdaUiflc  American.
